When the motion picture producer has altered the princi pal part 
of the items prescribed by nurvers 2 to 4, or nucber 5, of Paragraph 1, 
he must file a report each time with the Hone Minister in accordance 
with the orovisions of the latter part of Article 9 of the Motion Picture 
Law. 


Art. 16. The selection and recommendation of motion pictures in 
accordance with the previsions of Article 10 of the Motion Picture Law 
shall be made as follows: 


1. Recorr:endation. 
2. Presentation of prize. 


The presentation of the prize noney shall be nade to tm producer of 
the motion picture selected as specially good out of those recommended 
by the Zducation Minister in accordance with the provisions of number 1 
of the preceding paresraph. 


Article 17. The owner of the motion picture which received the 
rocormendation provided for in the preceding Article may submit to the 
Education iiinister the original play of the motion picture which 
contains the stamp of approval as por Form 8, and obtain a stamp thereon 
of recomzendation as per Forn 3. 


Art. 18. When the Education Ministor orders the submission of a 
notion picture in accordance with the provisions of Article 11 of the 
wotion Picture Law, he shall. indicato to the owner of the motion victure 
the title of “he motion pic’vre, tho date of submission, tle period of 
submission, and cther necessary items. 


If the owner of the notion picture prescribed in the preceding 
paragraph is unable to submit it in accordance with the indications 
based on the provisions of the precoding paragraph, he rust without 


delay submit to the Education linister a report giving the reasons 
thorefor. 
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Art. 19. By foreign motion pictures, as referred to in the Motion 
Picture Law, is meant any one of the following: 


1. Motion pictures produced in foreign countries, except those 
produced by legal persons established by Japanese nationals or under 
Japanese law and in which tho principal producers, actors, oF photeo- 
graphers are Japanese nationals, and also the principal language used 
in the title or talking is not a foreign language. 

2. Motion pictures produced in Japan by foreigners or foroign 
legal persons except those in which the principal producers, actors, or 
photographers are Japanese and the chiof language used in the title or 
talking is not a foreign language. 


Art. 20. Motion picture distributors shail not distribute foreign 
motion pictures in oxcess of the quota allotted by the Prine Minister 
and the Home Minister. 4 


The allotment of quotas mentioned in tho precoding paragraph shall 
be made in respect to foreign notion pictures which are dramatic notion 
pictures, to bo distributed in the following year. However, to those 
who wish to newly distribute foroign motion pictures which are dramatic 
notion pictures, allotment of the quota for distribution during theo 
curront year nay be nade. 


Art. 21. “hen motion picture distributors desire to receive tho 
quotas proscribod in the preceding article, thoy must file with the 
Prine liinister and Home Minister an application in duplicate by October 
31 of each year. 


In tho case of the proviso contained in Paragraph 2 of the preceding 
Article, and also under other special circwuistances, a notion picture 
distributor may subrit an application provided for in tho preceding 
paragraph, notwithstanding the restriction of date proscribed in the 
preceding paragraph. 


Art. 22. The application prescribed in the ahove Article shall 
contain the following itens: 


1. Wane and address. 
2. The number of foreign motion pictures to be distriuted. 


The following documents must be attached to the application provided 
for in the preceding paragraph: 


1. A record, as por Form 4, of the foroign motion pictures which 
are dramatic motion picturos, distributod in the threo years preceding 
tho month previous to the date of apvlication. 

2. Record, as per Form 5, of the motion pictures exported during 
tho ono year proceding tho month provious to tho date of application.

In the oaso of news reols, when thore is no tino to undorgo tho 
censorship of the Prine Minister and tho Hone hinistor, an application 
for censorship may bo mado to, and consorship obtained fror tho local 
governor of tho place of production or oxportation of the news reols in 
accordance with the example of the preceding paragraph.
